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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. This action is issued in response to applicant's Amendment A(Paper #7) filed 10/16/02. 

2. Claims 1-2,5-10,15,16,18 were amended including all independent claims 1,10. New claims 
19-25 were added. Claim 13 was cancelled. 

3. Claims 1-12, 14-25 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-12,14-25 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Fleming(US Pat. 
No: 5,953,710) in view of Rosen(US Pat. No: 6,205,436) in view of Messner(US Pat. No: 
6,370,514) in view of Watson(US Pat. No: 6,226,624) and further in view of French(US Pat. No: 
6,263,447). 

6. As per claims 1 and 10 Fleming teaches a system for collecting, storing and forwarding 
account approval information for transactions between terminals and hosts(Fig 
l/14/10/12b/6/8/4/2)(col 4 line 54-col 5 line 38) enabling account withdrawals and charges by 
someone other than an accountholder(Abstract)(col 6 line 20-col 7 line 37) which comprises an 
input terminal in which a source accountholder provides data indicating a source account at an 
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institution from which funds will be paid, a cap value on the amount of the funds to be made 
available(Fig 3/66)(Fig 4/66). Rosen teaches an authorization and a secret code(Fig 
2/10/12/16/38/44/34)(col 5 line 45-col 8 line 4).Messner teaches transmission to a trigger 
server(Fig lB)(col 7 line 44-col 9 line 65) which stores account information and authorization 
and secret code and a requesting terminal at which the first person to enter the secret code is 
provided the source account approval information for a transaction up to the cap limit to the 
institution in which the previously provided source account is maintained(Fig 2A)(Fig 2B)(col 9 
line 66-col 10 line 58). It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the 
invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen to teach the above. The motivation to combine is 
to teach a system to permit remote delivery of electronic merchandise or services with real time 
anonymous payment or real-time authorization based payment where neither the customer nor 
the merchant can interfere with the payment and delivery process once they have agreed to the 
transaction as enunciated by Rosen(col 2 lines 10-15).Furthermore, it also would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen 
and further in view of Messner to teach all of the above. The motivation to combine is to teach a 
method of marketing limited value electronic gift certificates and coupons for online redemption 
as enunciated by Messner(col 2 lines 61-64). Watson teaches use of a secret code for account 
authorization(Abstract)(Fig 2A)(Fig 2B)(Fig 3)(Fig 4)(Fig 6A)(Fig 6B)(Fig 7)(Fig 8A)(Fig 
8B)(Fig 9). French teaches a heirarchy of qualification of a user with restrictions(Abstract)(Figs 
l-8)(Fig 1 l-17).It also would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the 
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invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen and further in view of Messner in view of 
Watson to teach all of the above.The motivation to combine is to teach a method for enforcing 
parameters upon pre-authorized transactions as transaction amounts and specified merchants as 
enunciated by Watson(col 3 lines 64-67).Finally, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen and further in view of 
Messner in view of Watson and further in view of French to teach all of the above.The 
motivation to combine is to teach a method of multi-level authorization as enunciated by 
French(col 2 lines 13-46). 

7. As per claim 2 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1 wherein the input terminal 
is an automated teller machine, a credit or debit card block(col 7 lines 47-64), a point of sale 
machine, a personal computer, a lotto machine, a touch-tone telephone(Fig 1/14) a fax machine 
or a wireless device. 

8. As per claim 3 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1. Fleming does not 
specifically teach wherein the input terminal generates a random secret code. Rosen teaches this 
(col 4 line 60-col 5 line 30). It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the 
invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen to teach the above.It would have been obvious to 
one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen to teach 
the above. The motivation to combine is to teach a system to permit remote delivery of electronic 
merchandise or services with real time anonymous payment or real-time authorization based 
payment where neither the customer nor the merchant can interfere with the payment and 
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delivery process once they have agreed to the transaction as enunciated by Rosen(col 2 lines 10- 
15).Furthermore5 it also would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the 
invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen and further in view of Messner to teach all of the 
above.The motivation to combine is to teach a method of marketing limited value electronic gift 
certificates and coupons for online redemption as enunciated by Messner(col 2 lines 61-64). 
Watson teaches use of a secret code for account authorization(Abstract)(Fig 2A)(Fig 2B)(Fig 
3)(Fig 4)(Fig 6A)(Fig 6B)(Fig 7)(Fig 8A)(Fig 8B)(Fig 9).French teaches a heirarchy of 
qualification of a user with restrictions(Abstract)(Figs l-8)(Fig 1 l-17).It also would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen 
and further in view of Messner in view of Watson to teach all of the above.The motivation to 
combine is to teach a method for enforcing parameters upon pre-authorized transactions as 
transaction amounts and specified merchants as enunciated by Watson(col 3 lines 64-67).Finally, 
it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine 
Fleming in view of Rosen and further in view of Messner in view of Watson and further in view 
of French to teach all of the above.The motivation to combine is to teach a method of multi-level 
authorization as enunciated by French(col 2 lines 13-46). 

9. As per claim 4 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1. Fleming does not 
specifically teach wherein the secret code is established by the sender via keyboard input, 
digitallyRosen teaches this(col 4 lines 50-53)(Fig 3)(col 8 lines 22-31)(Fig 4B),optically or 
magnetically.lt would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to 
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combine Fleming in view of Rosen to teach the above. The motivation to combine is to teach a 
system to permit remote dehvery of electronic merchandise or services with real time anonymous 
payment or real-time authorization based payment where neither the customer nor the merchant 
can interfere with the payment and delivery process once they have agreed to the transaction as 
enunciated by Rosen(col 2 lines 10-15).Furthermore, it also would have been obvious to one 
skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen and further in 
view of Messner to teach all of the above.The motivation to combine is to teach a method of 
marketing limited value electronic gift certificates and coupons for online redemption as 
enunciated by Messner(col 2 lines 61-64). Watson teaches use of a secret code for account 
authorization(Abstract)(Fig 2A)(Fig 2B)(Fig 3)(Fig 4)(Fig 6A)(Fig 6B)(Fig 7)(Fig 8A)(Fig 
8B)(Fig 9). French teaches a heirarchy of qualification of a user with restrictions(Abstract)(Figs 
l-8)(Fig 1 l-17).It also would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the 
invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen and further in view of Messner in view of 
Watson to teach all of the above.The motivation to combine is to teach a method for enforcing 
parameters upon pre-authorized transactions as transaction amounts and specified merchants as 
enunciated by Watson(col 3 lines 64-67).Finally, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen and further in view of 
Messner in view of Watson and further in view of French to teach all of the above.The 
motivation to combine is to teach a method of multi-level authorization as enunciated by 
French(col 2 lines 13-46). 
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10. As per claim 5 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1 wherein the input terminal 
also includes a barcode reader, a printing device, a magnetic-card writer, or a magnetic card 
reader(col 7 lines 47-64). 

11. As per claim 6 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 5. Fleming does not 
specifically teach wherein the secret code is printed as numbers. Rosen teaches this(Fig 5)(Fig 
6A)(col 10 lines 65-66)(col 11 line 43-col 12 line 10)(col 11 line 47) letters, symbols, or barcode, 
or is digitally or magnetically stored in a card.It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art 
at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen to teach the above. The 
motivation to combine is to teach a system to permit remote delivery of electronic merchandise 
or services with real time anonymous payment or real-time authorization based payment where 
neither the customer nor the merchant can interfere with the payment and delivery process once 
they have agreed to the transaction as enunciated by Rosen(col 2 lines 10-15).Furthermore, it also 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming 
in view of Rosen and further in view of Messner to teach all of the above. The motivation to 
combine is to teach a method of marketing limited value electronic gift certificates and coupons 
for online redemption as enunciated by Messner(col 2 lines 61-64). Watson teaches use of a 
secret code for account authorization(Abstract)(Fig 2A)(Fig 2B)(Fig 3)(Fig 4)(Fig 6A)(Fig 
6B)(Fig 7)(Fig 8A)(Fig 8B)(Fig 9).French teaches a heirarchy of qualification of a user with 
restrictions(Abstract)(Figs l-8)(Fig 1 l-17).It also would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen and further in view of 
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Messner in view of Watson to teach all of the above.The motivation to combine is to teach a 
method for enforcing parameters upon pre-authorized transactions as transaction amounts and 
specified merchants as enunciated by Watson(col 3 lines 64-67).Finally, it would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen 
and further in view of Messner in view of Watson and further in view of French to teach all of 
the above.The motivation to combine is to teach a method of multi-level authorization as 
enunciated by French(col 2 lines 13-46). 

12. As per claim 7 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1 wherein the requesting 
terminal is an automated teller machine, a credit or debit card block, a point of sale machine, a 
personal computer, a lotto machine, a fax machine, a wireless device, or a touch-tone 
telephone(Fig l/14/2/12(b)/10). 

13. As per claim 8 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1 wherein the requesting 
terminal also includes a barcode reader or a magnetic card reader(col 7 lines 47-64). 

14. As per claim 9 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1, wherein the source 
account is a credit account(Fig 4/2/4)(Fig 3/2/4), a checking account, a savings account, a money 
market account, an investment account, or a telephone account. 

15. As per claim 10 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1 wherein an accountholder 
is charged a service charge at the input terminal(Fig 1). 

16. As per claim 1 1 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1 wherein an accountholder is 
charged a service charge at the input terminal(Fig 1). 
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17. As per claim 14 Fleming teaches a method as claimed in claim 10 wherein further 
comprises entering a beneficiary account to where money should be remitted(Fig 7)(Fig 
10/136/134)(col 10 lines 48-54)(col 11 line 50-col 12 line 3). 

18. As per claim 15 Fleming teaches a method as claimed in claim 14 wherein said 
beneficiary account is a checking account(col 13 lines 25-36)(Fig 2)(col 15 lines 28-30), a money 
market account, an investment account, or a savings account. 

19. As per claim 16 Fleming teaches a method as claimed in claim 14 wherein the beneficiary 
account is provided via a magnetic or digital card, keyboard input, or a barcode.(col 7 lines 47- 
64)(Fig. 3/60). 

20. As per claim 17 Fleming teaches a method as claimed in claim 10 wherein said step of 
entering the secret code at a requesting terminal further comprises a step of entering personal 
identification(col 6 lines 20-47)(Fig 2/36). 

21. As per claim 18 Fleming teaches a method as claimed in claim 17. Fleming does not 
specifically teach wherein said identification is input via a keyboard, a magnetic or digital card, 
or a barcode. Rosen teaches this(col 8 lines 45-53).It would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen to teach the above. The 
motivation to combine is to teach a system to permit remote delivery of electronic merchandise 
or services with real time anonymous payment or real-time authorization based payment where 
neither the customer nor the merchant can interfere with the payment and delivery process once 
they have agreed to the transaction as enunciated by Rosen(col 2 lines 10-15).Furthermore, it also 
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would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming 
in view of Rosen and further in view of Messner to teach all of the above. The motivation to 
combine is to teach a method of marketing limited value electronic gift certificates and coupons 
for online redemption as enunciated by Messner(col 2 lines 61-64). Watson teaches use of a 
secret code for account authorization(Abstract)(Fig 2A)(Fig 2B)(Fig 3)(Fig 4)(Fig 6A)(Fig 
6B)(Fig 7)(Fig 8A)(Fig 8B)(Fig 9).French teaches a heirarchy of qualification of a user with 
restrictions(Abstract)(Figs l-8)(Fig 1 l-17).It also would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen and further in view of 
Messner in view of Watson to teach all of the above.The motivation to combine is to teach a 
method for enforcing parameters upon pre-authorized transactions as transaction amounts and 
specified merchants as enunciated by Watson(col 3 lines 64-67).Finally, it would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Fleming in view of Rosen 
and further in view of Messner in view of Watson and further in view of French to teach all of 
the above.The motivation to combine is to teach a method of multi-level authorization as 
enunciated by French(col 2 lines 13-46). 

22. (NEW) As per claim 19 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1 wherein an 
accountholder is charged a service charge at the input terminal(Fig 1). 
23(NEW) As per claim 20 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1 which further 
comprises means for entering a beneficiary account to where money should be remitted(Fig 
6/104/22/108)(Fig 10). 
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24. (NEW) As per claim 21 Fleming teaches a system as claimed in claim 1 which further 
comprises means for entering a beneficiary account to where money should be 
remitted(Abstract)(Fig 6/106/104/22)(Fig 10). 

25. (NEW) As per claim 22 Fleming teaches a method as claimed in claim 21 wherein the 
beneficiary account is an account capable of receiving funds electronically, including either 
checking account, money market account, savings account, investment account(col 14 lines 6- 
21)(col 13 lines 25-32). 

26. (NEW)As per claim 23 Fleming teaches a method as claimed in claim 21 wherein the 
beneficiary account is entered by a digital card, magnetic card,keyboard input or barcode 
reader(col 5 lines 40-62). 

27. (NEW) As per claim 24 Fleming teaches a method as claimed in claim 10 wherein said step of 
entering the secret code at a requesting terminal further comprises a step of entering personal 
identification(col 6 lines 20-46). 

28. (NEW) As per claim 25 Fleming teaches a method as claimed in claim 24 wherein said 
identification is input via at least one of a keyboard a magnetic or digital card, and a barcode 
reader(col 6 lines 20-46)(col 16 lines 52-56). 



29. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-12,14-25 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
